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£65m...so far 


Uncertainty surrounds Government grants to Greenwich Council 


A sum in the region of £65m has been 
cut hy the Coalition Government from 
Greenwich Council budgets. However, 
the full extent of cuts is still not clear 
days after the formal statement in the 
House of Commons, as delays and 
uncertainty have clouded the 
announcement from some 
government departments as to the 
future of some critical specific grants 
which are passed to local authorities. 

The uncertainty surrounds budgets 
directly affecting the care of the 
elderly, child protection and the 
borough’s 24 Sure Start nurseries. 

From a total allocation this year of 
£247m, the Council has been able to 
track around £151m which is assured, 
while uncertainty surrounds the fate 
of the remaining £96m. 

This £96m sum breaks down into £31m 
covering child protection and the Sure 
Start nurseries, for which an 
announcement is still awaited and 
£65m which simply appears to have 
been cut. 

The Council, along with other 
boroughs has alerted the Department 


of Health that specific grants of 
around £18m allocated to the care of 
the elderly has been transferred into 
the Department of Local Government 
but appears not to have been 
protected. 

Chris Roberts, Leader of Greenwich 
Council said, “The fate of the 
Department of Health money is fairly 
critical to the overall balance of the 
settlement because of the type of 
service it pays for. It does appear that it 
has simply been rolled into the total 
national pot for local government 
rather than being retained for the 
purposes and councils like Greenwich 
that it was originally intended for. 

“We know we are correct because the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer told 
Parliament there would be cuts of 
7.1% per year for local government. 
The disappearance of our health 
money actually makes the cut 9.1% 
per year, so clearly George Osborne 
thinks we should have it in our 
settlement but as yet it isn’t there. If 
the Treasury and Department of 
Health can rescue this money, our 
overall cut will of course fall a little.” 


Last year, councillors identified 
efficiency targets for the coming four 
year period of £26.8m which could be 
made without damaging critical 
services. 

“It is of course nonsense to say no 
savings can be made from an 
organisation as large as the Council. 
For the past ten years we have made 
efficiencies, while improving services 
and managed to continue to bring down 
the relative level of the Council Tax 
from the second highest in London to 
the twenty third. Indeed over the past 
three administrations, Council Tax in 
Greenwich has increased by less than 
the rate of inflation, precisely because 
of this rolling review of our budgets. 

'Raising the target beyond the £26.8m 
would in itself be challenging but once 
you start going past forty, fifty or sixty 
million, it starts to get daft and there is 
no point pretending that you can avoid 
a situation where the Government’s 
proposals will not hurt people and 
substantially affect our commissioning 
of the voluntary sector. " 

Despite this, the Council is determined 


to manage the cuts in what the Council 
Leader calls “back to front”, dealing 
with the back office - administrative, 
property and procurement functions - 
and only moving towards the front line 
when it becomes unavoidable. 

He set out five overarching principles 
which he hoped to persuade the Council 
to work to: 

• Maintaining the highest possible 
quality and efficient services 
commensurate with the cuts imposed 
from the Coalition Government. 

This underpins the Countil’s ongoing 
commitment to providing value for 
money services and seeking to keep 
increases in Council Tax to a minimum. 

• Recognition of front-line service 
pressures. 

This recognises the prioritisation of key 
services, in particular those provided to 
children and vulnerable adults, as well 
as those which underpin the quality of 
life in the public realm and which 
support reductions in violent crime.

of £2,012 to 
witness the 
opening ceremony 
of the London 
Olympics? 
Greenwich 
Council was right 
to criticise the 
ticket allocation 
for not providing 
more tickets for 
local children. As 
it stands, seven 
out of eight kids 


will be denied the 
chance to attend 
the Olympic 
Games taking 
place within 
walking distance 
of their homes. 
The stadium 
should be full 
with local 
supporters to urge 
our athletes on to 
win the golds, 
silvers and 
bronzes, o that we 
can stand at the 
top of the podium 
in our great 
capital city. After 
all, our sprinters, 
swimmers, divers 
and horse-riders 
need as many 
motivating faces 
as they can get to 
beat the other 
nation’s best 
sporting people to 
the medals. 

Local children 
deserve to be 
spectators at the 
Olympic Games, 
because it will 
simply be one of 
London’s most 
historic events of 
the 21st Century. 
It’s also wrong to 
deny some 
families in 
Greenwich who 
may have to be 
making cutbacks 
under the current 
financial climate 
and simply cannot 
afford to take all 
their children to 
observe the 
fantastic 

atmosphere of an 
Olympic stadium. 
Hearing the roar 
of the crowd from 
their back 
gardens will add 
to the frustration.

STUDENTS and staff at Thomas 
Tallis secondary school are 
celebrating the completion of the 
external structure of their new 
school building; 

To mark the occasion, the 
school in Kidbrooke was 
presented with sponsored 
football shirts by lead 
contractor Balfour Beatty for 
its boys’ and girls’ teams across 
every year-group. 

The new Thomas Tallis 
school is due to open next 
autumn, one of the first two 
schools to open under 
Greenwich’s Building Schools 
for the Future Programme. 

Thomas Tallis is a specialist 
arts college with a strong focus 
on Creative and Media. The 
new buildings will enable the 
school to considerably increase 
the amount of teaching space 
available, providing a wide 
range of general and specialist 
state-of-the-art teaching spaces 
including multi-media, science 
and performance spaces. 

The school will also have 
£6.5m of enhanced sports 
facilities, which are funded by 
Greenwich Council and will be 
open to the local community. 

The new buildings 
comprise: 

• three main teaching blocks 

• sports hall 

• administrative block 

• performance space 

There are also outdoor 

teaching areas, and access to 
community facilities has 
been made easier. Circulation 
around the building will be 
enhanced by multi-level 
walkways. 

The school’s enhanced 
sports facilities, which will be 
open to the local community, 


are the result of an additional 
£6. 5m investment by 
Greenwich Council to create 
an Olympic legacy for the 
borough. They include: 

• a sports hall suitable for 
county and regional 
competition level 

• basketball and six 
badminton courts 

• alOOOsqmetredojofor 
judo to British Judo standard, 
but also suitable for and 
TaeKwondo and wrestling 

• a lOOOsqm artistic 
gymnastics facility to British 
Gymnastics standard 

Other facilities open to the 
community will include: 

• specialist performing, 
visual and media arts 
facilities 

• outdoor sports pitches, 
including a floodlit multi-use 
games area 


• outdoor learning spaces 

• a new main hall with 
retractable seating for large 
audiences 

• music recording and TV 
broadcast studios. 

Cllr Jackie Smith, 
Greenwich Council’s cabinet 
member for children and 
young people, said: 
“Greenwich Council remains 
committed to working with 
our schools to provide the 
best possible environment for 
teaching and learning, and it 
is great to see the progress 
that’s being made with the 
new school buildings”. 

“The school itself has had a 
strong input into the designs 
of the new buildings, and this 
will help ensure that the 
school retains its existing 
ethos, while offering plenty of 
new, high quality facilities for 
children and for use by the 


local community.” 

Headteacher Rob Thomas 
said: “We are committed to 
helping our students to 
achieve the highest 
standards, and are confident 
that the new school building 
will offer excellent facilities 
in which they can learn and 
develop. We are very pleased 
to accept the football kits 
from Balfour Beatty for all 
year groups.” 

Balfour Beatty project 
manager Bob Jenkins said: 
“Balfour Beatty is proud to be 
associated with this project, 
which will make a huge 
difference to the local 
community in Greenwich.”

remember, if you won a 
race at school, you would 
get a little gift, like a 
manicure set.” 

Winnie and Lily have 
had several phone chats, 
but they met for the first 
time in the car taking 
them to the Eltham 
Centre. Now council staff 
are hoping that, with the 
help of GT, more of their 
fellow Deansfield pupils 
will come forward.

It is 
dealing with up to 20,000 
visitors a week, 
approximately 1,000 of 
which are enquiries at 
the Greenwich Council 
service counter.

GREENWICH 
Council’s customer 
services staff could 
teach the rest of the 
world a thing or two. 

They’ve managed to 
reunite a pair of 
Deansfield schoolgirls 
after almost 80 years! 

Neither of them has ever 
moved out of the 
neighbourhood. But, last 
week, Winnie Kerslake - 
now Mrs Williams - and Lily 
Kennedy - now Mrs Banks - 
met for the first time since 
the 1930s at the Eltham 
Centre in Archery Road. 

The great-grandmothers 
took tea - courtesy of Ojs, 
the Eltham Centre’s in- 
house cafe - with the Mayor 
of Greenwich Barbara 
Barwick, and marvelled 
over a photo Lily has kept of 
everyone at the school - still 
in nearby Dairsie Road - 
from 1933. 

The service centre’s staff 
supplied an eye-glass to 
help Winnie, 91 in 
December, and 90-year-old 
Lily, pick out mutual 
chums. There were also 
books about “old Eltham”, 
borrowed from the Eltham 
Centre library, to prompt 
additional memories, and 
the two ladies went home 
with flowers, courtesy of 
the council. 

The story started when 
Lily visited the centre with 
her daughter on business, 
got talking, and discovered 
she’d been to the same 
school as the mum of the 
senior customer services 


officer who was dealing with 
her case. 

Both ladies have near- 
similar dates-of-birth and 
both have stayed local all 
their lives. The Mayor told 
them: “It's a lovely story. 
Many people get reunited' 
at some point in their lives 

- but not usually after 
almost 80 years!” 

The two ladies were 
both in Mrs Evans’s class 

- anyone else remember 
her?! - but they can't 
remember being at 
school with each other. 

“There seemed to be so 
many children there,” 
said Lily, whose three 
brothers and three sisters 
were fellow pupils. “I 
particularly liked the 
poetry lessons, learning 
The Lake Isle of Innisfree 
by Yeats.” 

Winnie, one of eight 
children, told GT: “I 
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POP into Woolwich Town Hall tomorrow 
(October 27) between 9.30am-4pm for an 
event around the London 2012 Olympic and 
Paralympic Games. Allthe top agencies 
will be there, including the London Games 
committee, and topics will include jobs and 
volunteering.

I LIVE in a house for the 
disabled on the Royal 
Arsenal Estate, Woolwich. 
Our housing association 
has decided to put in 
parking restrictions on 
the whole estate. 

They have only issued one 
permit per house and have 
refused to issue more. The 
restrictions are from 7am- 
7pm Monday to Saturday. 
We have been told that 
they will not be giving us 
visitors’ permits. 

We have tried to explain to 
them that we are in 
disabled housing and we 
need friends and family to 
be able to visit. They told 
us that visitors would 


have to find somewhere 
else to park! 

Our daughter Emily, who 
is nine years old, has 
cerebral palsy and 
hydrocephalus. 

She has just 
had two major 
operations in 
48 hours. She 
had her hips ^ 
broken and 
realigned 
with pins, 
plates, screws. 
Twenty-four 
hours later the 
shunt in her head 
failed and she was 
rushed from St Thomas’ to 
King’s College Hospital to 


have it replaced. 

When she was allowed 
home she needed physio 
and the 

community 
nurses had 
to come in 
to 

remove 
stitches, 
etc, but 
when 
they 
went to 
the office 
on site 
they were 
refused 
permits. 

This just can’t be right. 

We have phoned a solicitor 



but were told that this is a 
civil matter. We need your 
paper’s help. We must be 
allowed to have visitors. 
Surely it is a breach of our 
rights? Our landlord is the 
Southern Housing 
Association.

I’m 72 and I was taken to 
Queen Elizabeth Hospitalto 
have my lungs checked. 

I was okay because I walk a 
lot and packed up smoking 
1 5 years ago, but isn’t great 
to have lovely neighbours 
like these? They even 
popped in to A&E to see 
how I was. I’m not someone 
that needs his faith in 
human beings restored but 
it’s still uplifting when 
something like this 
happens - and I sincerely 
hope that firemen and 
paramedics that we all rely 
on won’t be hit by the cuts.

TO call Toby Stickings a 
remarkable young man is 
akin to calling the Taj 
Mahal a nice building. 

The 21-year-old music 
student was born with no eyes 
- Bilateral Anophthalmia - but 
has just started a three-year 
music course at Goldsmith’s 
College in New Cross. 

He has also “been there and 
done it” including: 

• Toby loves to parasail, Jet 
Ski and go flying in helicopters 
and small planes 

• He flew around Sydney 
Harbour in a seaplane 

• He crossed the Australian 
outback in a hot-air balloon 
•He looped the looped when 
gliding with the Kent Gliding 
Club flying the glider himself 
•He aims to start parachuting 
next year 

And the last thing Toby 
makes is a meal of it. He told 
GT: “It’s really important that 
people understand that being 
blind is not a big disability 
because I have not known 
what it’s like to see - so to me 

^Tpo^iy^love^ffee theatre and 


musical theatre is where his 
future might lie. He has 
attended London musicals 
like Spamalot, Joseph, The 
Sound of Music, The Phantom 
of the Opera (three times) and 


many others, including his 
favourite Les Miserables (six 
times both in London and New 
York!). 

Toby, who lives in 
Charlton, was born in June, 
1989, to parents Kelly and 
Barry. He spent the first three 
months of his life at Great 
Ormond Street with kidney 
problems, plus frequent visits 
to Moorfield’s with his eye 
condition. 

When school time arrived it 
was decided that Toby would 
not attend a special school. 
With the council’s help he 
obtained a place at Our Lady 
of Grace in Charlton before 
moving to Invicta nearby 

He soon became one of the 
crowd and it became clear he 
was a very intelligent boy and 
musically had a perfect pitch. 

He attended the Blackheath 
Conservatory of Music from 
the age of four and has now 
progressed to grade five at the 
piano. 

In September, 2000, he 
started at Crown Woods 
secondary school in Eltham, 
which had its own visual 
impairment support team. 
Toby passed his GCSE Music 
with an A Grade and has 
achieved many of his musical 
goals and other exam 
qualifications. 

His studies at Goldsmith’s 
are going well. He said: “I am 
really enjoying Uni at 
Goldsmiths where I am 


studying music - in fact, I am 
the only blind student.” 

His many hobbies include 
swimming, rowing and Play 
Station games, beating his 
sighted friends at many 
fighting games. How does he 
do it? “We don’t know,” says 
dad Barry. “He also loves 
being involved in anything to 
do with computers. In fact, 
Toby used to attend an 
evening class where he had 
touch-typing classes and got 
very annoyed if he got below 
95 per cent at touch-typing.” 

MACS, the Micro and 
Anophthalmic Children’s 
Society, will be holding a black- 
tie fund-raising Ice Ball at The 
Brewery in the City on 
Saturday, November 6. Toby 
said: “It would be really good if 
people could help MACS by 
coming along to the Ice Ball. 
My friend Jodie Prenger the 
actress, who is the patron of 
MACS, will be there so it’s 
going to be a great night. 

“People must remember that 
blind people all enjoy the same 
things as everybody else and 
that’s where MACS is really 
great because it’s helping 
children get on in life.”

• Maximising efficiencies across the 
Council and those which can be which 
can be secured through joint working 
with other councils and public services 
providers, whilst recognising the 
priorities outlined above. 

This supports the principle of prioritising 
key front-line services, demonstrating a 
commitment to cut budgets from the back 
(office) first to front (line) last. 

• The maintenance of reserves at a 
prudent level. 

This allows the Council to maintain and 
deliver service stability and deliver longer 
term plans as well as responding to a range 
of financial risks and uncertainties. This 
approach supports the Council s approach 
to developing its financial standing, whilst 
delivering major modernisation 
investment. 

• Ensuring the prudent use of one-off 
measures. 

This means that ongoing service costs are 
funded from sustainable revenue budgets, 
with separate funding to support 
investment in the regeneration and 
economic development of the borough. 

The Council also recognises that in a 
borough where public services represents 
the largest single employment cluster, the 
proposed level of cuts across the public 
services has a potential to undermine the 
economic viability of our Town Centres 
through drastic reductions in local 
spending in the retail economy. The 
Council will therefore do all it can to 
minimise the loss of employment 
throughout this process. 

In addition the Council recognises the 
potential turmoil the imposed cuts will 
place upon the council as an organisation 
and will therefore seek to conclude its 
budget processes within the shortest 
possible timescale.

Young jobhunters credit work in highstreet bank

GEMMA Thomson, 21, and 
20-year-old Scarlet 

Gardiner, are getting a 
unique taste of the world 
of finance. 

And neither of them banked 
on it when they each went to 
Greenwich Local Labour and 
Business (GLLaB) for help 
during a period of 
unemployment. 

Gemma, from Eltham, and 
Scarlet, from Plumstead, are 
the two new faces on the 
counter at Greenwich Credit 
Union, at 48, Thomas Street, 
Woolwich. 

Gemma, a former pupil of 
Crown Woods school, had 
worked in a shop before 
landing a trainee slot with the 
CU through a government 
‘Future Jobs Fund’. It’s 
delivered in Greenwich by 
GLLaB in partnership with 
Jobcentre Plus. Now her 
acting manager, Kay 
Campbell, and the team have 
given her a temporary 
contract until the end of the 
year. 

Scarlet, who went to 
Plumstead Manor School, 
gained great experience by 
running her own high-fashion 
market stall. Later, she was 
advised to go to GLLaB by the 
local Connexions careers 
service. 

First, she helped on the 
customer hotline at 
Greenwich Council's building 
services depot at Birchmere in 
Thamesmead. 

Now she too has landed a 
‘Future Jobs Fund’ training 
grant to stay with the Credit 
Union until December. 

Gemma now does 30 hours 
week as a paid member of 
staff at the ever-growing local 
Credit Union, one of the 
worldwide set-up of 
independent financial co- 
operatives. It now has 4,500 
adult members and 230 junior 
savers. 


She told us: “I already had 
customer services skills 
through working in retail, but 
this is a whole new working 
environment. I really enjoy it 
when the customers come in. 
Some of them like to have a 
quick chat and they give us 
good feedback.” 

She added: “I’d definitely 
recommend anyone going to 
GLLaB. Being out of work is 
just horrible - and this is 
giving me so much 
opportunity now to go for jobs 
elsewhere. 

“Eventually, I want to be a 
fire-fighter, so I’m working 
towards that aim.” 

Scarlet did a work 
experience slot with a high 
street bank when she was a 15- 
year-old Plumstead Manor 


School-pupil. “I enjoyed it - 
and they kept me on for a few 
weeks after,” she told us. 

“It was my dream. I believe 
they’re making more training- 
places available early next 
year and I’m hoping to get 
back with them. 

“As for this, I never knew 
opportunities like this existed. 
I landed two interviews within 
two weeks of going to GLLaB! 

“Also, I really liked working 
for the council in my own 
borough, and now I’m very 
happy here. You’re always 
dealing with customers, and 
you’re never bored!” 

The Credit Union’s acting 
manager Kay told GT: 
“They’re a great help, 
especially as our manager is 
currently off on maternity 
leave - and , of course, it’s 
good experience for them too.” 

Greenwich Credit Union, 
which changed its name from 
Timeline at the end of last 
year, was first launched 12 
years ago to provide safe and 
affordable savings and loans 
for local people. You can be a 
member if you live or work in 


Greenwich borough, or 
Thamesmead. It now looks 
after £2.6 million of savings, 
and, like the high street banks 
and building societies, it’s 
protected by the Financial 
Services Compensation 
Scheme - unlike local 
neighbourhood savings clubs. 
A recent survey has revealed 
that 90 per cent of Greenwich 
Credit Union’s members rate 
its services as good or 
excellent, and that 96 per cent 
value visiting the office highly 
too.

The lone arrangements 


FROM this month, lone 
parents with a youngest child 
aged seven or over have to 
claim Jobseeker’s Allowance 
(JSA) rather than Income 
Support (IS). Previously, IS 
could continue until their 
youngest child reached age 10. 

Existing claimants do not 
have to do anything now - 
you will be transferred 
onto JSA in the next few 
months. Jobcentre Plus 


will contact you to advise 
you what to do next. 

You must act on the 
information received to 
ensure that you do not 
miss out. The weekly 
amount of benefit you 
receive will not change. 

At the same time, some 
lone parents may be able to 
continue getting Income 
Support on other grounds, 
such as if you are a carer.

Rotarians fund charity swimmer’s costume

GREENWICH Rotary Club 
has splashed out to help 
disabled Stephen Lightbown 
complete a three-mile charity 
swim across the Llyn 
Gwynant lake in Snowdonia. 

Thirty-year-old Greenwich 
resident Stephen received a 
donation of £400 from the 
Rotarians to cover the cost of 
a specially adapted wetsuit. 

Now the intrepid sportsman, 
who was paralysed as a result 
of a sledging accident when 
he was 16, has raised over 
£1,400 so far for the ‘Aspire’ 
charity. It provides a range of 
support services for the 40,000 
people across the UK who live 
with a spinal cord injury. 

Stephen, who works in 
health planning, is 6ft 7in tall. 
He knew he would need a 
special wetsuit for the 
challenge with two zips on the 
legs to make it easier to get on 
and off. It also helped him 
keep afloat and stay warm - 
along with gloves and two 
swimming hats! 

He told GT: “My girlfriend 
works in the charity world, so 
she suggested I approach the 
Rotary Club. 

“They’ve been really great. 
They invited me to be one of 


their speakers to explain what 
I was going to do, and they’ve 
asked me if I’ll go back and 
talk to them again.” 

When Stephen started 
training in March, he loved 
swimming but he couldn’t 
even manage a length of a 25 
metre pool. By May, he was 
completing more than 60 
lengths - over one mile - a 
week. 

He told us: “One of the places 
which really helped was Charlton 
Lido. It was quiet at the times I 
went - and it was so cold, which 
really helped with my training!" 

He also used the outdoor pool in 
the Serpentine in Hyde Park. 

Then, to really prepare for 
the lake event, Stephen took 
part in the British Gas Great 
Swim in Newham Dock, East 
London, at the start of July. 

He said: “The wetsuit really 
helped keep me warm in the 
freezing cold water beneath 
Snowdonia. The swim was one 
of the hardest and most 
challenging things I have ever 
done and support from people 
like the Rotary Club really 
spurred me on.” 

Stephen, originally from 
Lancashire, moved to 
Greenwich a couple of years 
ago. “I came to one of the 
Prince concerts at The O 2 and 
just fell in love with the place,” 
he told us. 


Now he’s awaiting delivery of 
a racing wheelchair, and he’s 
hoping to take part in next 
year’s London Marathon. 

John Stock, President of The 
Rotary Club of Greenwich, 
said: “Stephen is a truly 
inspirational character and 
we are really pleased and 
proud to be associated 
with his fund-raising 
activities.” 

The Rotary Club meets on 
Thursday lunchtimes at 


Charlton Athletic FC, and 
new members are always 
welcome. Their fund-raisers 
during the year include quiz 
nights, a greyhound night, 
a garden party, a ‘golf day’ in 
Kent this month, and look 
out for them doing a 
special collection, as always, 
in the foyer at Macro cash and 
carry on the Charlton 
industrial park, Bugsby's 
Way, for 10 days this 
Christmas.

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Amazing discoveries from 7,000 years ago are unearthed t 


A STONISHING historical finds have 
been made at low tide along the River 
Thames at Charlton, Greenwich and 
Woolwich over the past few months. 

They include the remains of a medieval jetty, 
sunken wooden vessels - and even tree stumps 
from a prehistoric forest that are 7,000 years 
old, writes Dick Townsend- Smith. 

The discoveries have been made by a team of 
professional archaeologists, who were joined 
by local enthusiasts who volunteered to be 
trained so they could provide valuable help to 
the experts. They included members of the 
local Digging Dad’s Army Project, which 
studies artefacts from the two world wars. 

The most recent exploration site was 
Tripcock Ness, a mile downstream from 
Firepower and the Woolwich Ferry. 

Volunteer Andy Brockman said: “We locals 
are called the FROGs - the Foreshore 
Recording and Observation Group, and we 
were given two days training in safety, 
observation and how to record what we saw. 

“We spent five days at Tripcock Ness, but 
could work for only three hours a day because

of tides. About 20 people took part, a mix of 
professional archaeologists and volunteers. 
At low tide we saw five wooden ships’ hulks 
from the 1900s that had been scuttled on the 
Royal Arsenal foreshore, a giant barge bed 
and dock that was used for transporting guns 
to the Shoebury Ness Test Range, the remains 
of a prehistoric forest, and two Second World 
War pill boxes that were used as the Blitz 
raged overhead 70 years ago.” 

He added: “The pill boxes were used for 
mine-watching and logging mines dropped by 
German planes by parachute. The mines were 
designed to blow up and sink steel-hulled ships 
on the Thames. Observers spotted the mines 
going into the water and then got the Royal 
Navy to remove them. 

“The river is constantly changing because of 
the tides and is eroding the hulls. We wanted 
to photograph and record details of what we 
saw before they are lost. On the same short 
250-metre stretch of river we were looking at 
artefacts from the Second World War right 
back into pre-history. It’s a fascinating place 
with lots of interesting things to discover, and 
we are definitely going back there. 

“The Thames foreshore is probably the 
largest and most fascinating continuous 
archaeological site in Britain. Not only can 
you find the remains of human activity from 
any time in history, the sites on the tidal 
Thames are never the same two days running. 
The tide uncovers new finds and washes away 
others twice a day, every day.”

THE discoveries at low tide 
near the Woolwich Arsenal are 
part of a huge, lottery-funded 
archaeological project called 
the Thames Discovery 
Programme, set up in 2008 to 
study the river’s foreshore from 
Richmond to Erith. 

At 40 miles it is the longest 
continuous archaeological site 
in this country, and local 


volunteers are encouraged to 
work alongside the experts. 
Programme team leader 
Nathalie Cohen told GT that 
three local stretches of the 
river had been explored this 
year. First was Charlton in May, 
followed by the historic former 
Royal Naval College at 
Greenwich in August, and 
finally Woolwich over the last 


few weeks. 

She said. “Special discoveries 
were made at all three local 
sites. At the old Royal Naval 
College we found part of a 
Tudor jetty, as well as a new 
series of structures that we 
were not aware of when we 
first went there 10 years ago 
when the river level was higher. 
We found masonry and a timber 


wall, and also part 
medieval jetty stru 
Nathalie added: “Ir 
we found the remai 
breaking yard, wit] 
from vessels from t 
and early 20th cent 
stack of reclaimed 
timbers.

IF you're looking for someone to start 
you off in archaeology, then Andy 
Brockman (right) is a real ‘find’! 

The Shooters Hill father-of-two went on 
his first ‘dig’ as a 14-year-old schoolboy, 
excavating a Roman watermill just 
outside Canterbury. Now Andy is part of 
a growing network of ‘community 
archaeologists’, keen to impart their 
passion and knowledge to anyone 
prepared to put on a pair of safety boots 
and pick up a trowel. 

Andy told GT: “The work in Shooters Hill 
took off five years ago. I was working 
with the Woodlands Farm Trust and we 
landed a Big Lottery grant to investigate 
the WW2 anti-aircraft rocket battery 
which occupied Shooters Hill Golf 
Course.” 

That first ‘living history’ project has 
grown to involve Birkbeck College, local 
schools like Plumcroft Primary and 
Plumstead Manor - which offers A-Level 
Archaeology - as well as many local 
people with memories of the barrage 
balloons, air raid shelters and road blocks 
of wartime Woolwich. 

Andy takes his own Greenwich time-line 
back to a childhood daytrip to the 
National Maritime Museum. “I was eight, 
and my abiding memory is being really 
thirsty going home because I’d spent all 
my pocket-money on postcards of 
battleships in the museum shop!” 

He moved to Shooters Hill eight years ago 
and quickly discovered the area is an 
archaeological treasure-trove. “There are 
ancient paths down to the river, pre- 
historic forests on the foreshore and 
unique ancient woodland like Oxleas 
Wood which once supplied Woolwich 
Arsenal and the Woolwich Dockyard.” 
Andy hasn’t always been an archaeologist. 

“I was a stage-manager and lighting 
designer and it is really funny how the 
two things came full circle. I first met 
Tony Robinson (the actor and popular 
archaeology-presenter) when I was a 
student in Bristol. Tony came to talk to us 
about acting in masks in ancient Greek 
plays. Then I stage-managed his one man 
show at the 1980 Edinburgh Festival. 

“That was it until one Friday afternoon in 
2007, when my partner took a phone call 
from a researcher on ‘Time Team.’ I 
thought it was a wind-up.” It wasn’t and 
the call led to Andy working with Tony on 
camera when the television archaeology 
Team explored how Shooters Hill would 
have become a battlefield if the Nazis had 
invaded 70 years ago. 

Now Greenwich Council and the ‘Friends’ 
of the borough’s parks have growing links 
with Andy’s team. 

He said: “One of the projects I am most 



proud of is the work we have done 
together, researching the Open Air 
School. It was the first state school for 
children with special health needs and 
pioneered outdoor activities, healthy food 
and creative education a century ago. 

“In 1929, the school moved to Charlton 
Park and Charlton Special School is its 
direct descendent, so I am really pleased 
we have built up strong links with those 
pupils too.” Andy is also a director of ‘The 
Digging Dads Army Project,’ working 
closely with local groups like Greenwich 
Heritage Centre, Firepower, Greenwich 
Industrial History Society, and the 
Thames Discovery Programme. The 
archaeologists were at Tripcock Ness last 
month, investigating prehistoric forests, 
sunken hulks and the dock for the giant 
barges, Gog and Magog, which ferried 100 
ton guns for testing at Shoeburyness. 

Back on Shooters Hill, Andy is 
researching the lily pond in Eaglesfield 
Park. “We think it was a quarry, possibly 
part of the brick-making empire of the 
Lidgebird family who probably built the 
original Shrewsbury House around 1750.” 
He told GT the important thing was to get 
local people involved. “The past is a bit 
like a digital photograph - it takes 
hundreds of pixels, and the more you 
have, the better the definition on the 
picture and everyone can contribute.”

Housing applicants are placed within ‘Bands’ according 
to the Council’s policy for letting homes. Your band 
information is on the letter that the Council sent you 
when you registered, or when your circumstances 
changed. 

Property adverts say which band can apply and any other criteria. 
When all the bids are received, the property is then offered to: 

For properties advertised for band A and band B - 

the applicant who has had this priority status for the longest time. 

For properties advertised for band C applicants - 

the applicant who has been registered on the Council’s list for the 
longest time. 


Band 

A is for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including 
people moving due to demolition and those 
underoccupying their homes. 

B is for applicants the council must prioritise 

according to the law, particularly homeless people, 
and others with an urgent need to move for medical 
or welfare reasons. 

C is for all applicants on the housing register, including 
those that are in priority bands A and B.

Fighting talk 
from Brass Jaw 


NEW Orleans 
1 N I ^seven-piece, 

< Soul Rebels 

Brass Band, are 
hoping to bring 
the southern sunshine with 
them to a chilly London on 
November 14. 

Scene caught up with Lumar 
LeBlanc from the band. He 
told us: “It’s hot here in New 
Orleans right now. I heard it 
rains a lot in London, but 
we’re gonna brighten it up 
with the music!” 

Two trumpets, a trombone, a 
sax tenor sax, a bass drum, 
cymbals, a snare drummer 
and a tuba make up the band 
which plays Oliver’s on 
Nevada Street. 

“It’s the New Orleans brass 
band set-up, basically 
modelled on the brass bands 
of old. We incorporate 
modern jazz, hip hop, rock 
and reggae in a stage 
performance that electrifies 
the crowd,” he added. The 
style of the group is specific 


to the Louisiana city famous 
for it’s parties and festivals. 
Lumar - who plays snare 
drum and raps, said: “It’s a 
cultural staple in New 
Orleans - it’s been around for 
a long time through the 
efforts of people like Louis 
Armstrong, Olympia Brass 
Band, Eureka - the guys of 
old, and it’s been able to go to 
another generation. 

“We learned from those guys 
and we’re keeping the 
tradition alive.” 

SRBB have been around since 
1991 and have played all over 
the world - but never 
England. 

“We’ve been blessed to travel 
all over - but not London 
before, so I’m looking forward 
to coming,” he admitted. 

“I’ve heard you got some real 
good people over there and 
people who love music. 

“Has the jazz festival ever had 
a New Orleans band play 
before?” the band leader asks. 
Good question. Not that we 


can recall, we say. “Good, 
good,” Lumar replies - “so 
we’re breaking ground!” 
Normal service resumed, 
we’re back to asking the 
questions. So what is it about 
New Orleans that makes the 
scene so unique? 

“Definitely the culture and 
the tradition - because of the 
culture and the tempo of the 
people they hold on to a lot of 
the original authentic 
traditions. It’s seen in the 
music, it’s seen in the food, in 
the streets - some of them are 
still old and brick, a heavy 
catholic influence - a lot of 
cathedrals and churches. 
“The music is so authentic 
because it’s real musicians - 
it’s still like it was a hundred 
years ago.” 

Despite a heavy touring 
schedule, there is one time of 
year when the Soul Rebels 
make sure they are in New 
Orleans. 

“Mardis Gras is a big time for 
us - it comes just before Ash 


Wednesday and lent begins, 
so ‘Fat Tuesday’ - as we call it, 
is when we drink and, you 
know, have a party. It’s 
become such an international 
holiday that people come 
from all over the world.” 

Back to the business of a 
somewhat colder festival in 
England... 

“Tell me, what’s the 
temperature like over there?” 
the Louisiana jazzman asks. 
“We deal in Fahrenheit - y ’all 
in Celsius, right?” 

A quick conversion later and 
we break the bad news: 50 
degrees now - maybe as low as 
32 in November. 

“Oh, ok. . .so I’m gonna need 
to bring a pea coat and 
something warm then. That’ll 
be cool - we’re the Soul Rebels 
and we’re gonna come there 
and rock the house!”

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Network is 
anti-social 


HARK - ‘tis the sound of dissenting 
voices. In last week’s Final Scene, Alex 
Brooks praised facebook-film, The 
Social Network. 

Dick Morgan begs to differ... 

INTELLECTUAL property rights’ and 
‘intangible assets’ sound more like the 
musings of an accountancy lecture 
than the basis of movie from the 
Director of Fight Club, David Fincher. 
But The Social Network is just that: 
astoundingly intelligent computer 
programmers (computer nerds) 
fighting over ownership rights to ‘the 
facebook’ as it was originally called, 
and rights which are worth over $25bn. 
Why it is that 500 million people want 
to spend yet more time gawping at 
their screens with yet another 
electronic communication device is 
another story... 

Based on Ben Mezrich’s 2009, non- 
fictional novel, The Accidental 
Billionaires, the film is effectively a 
comprehensive documentary on who 
came up with the idea first. The story 
unfolds via flashbacks - two parallel 
legal cases brought against the ‘so- 
called’ founder, Mark Zuckerberg (Jess 
Eisenberg). 

Granted, the acting is terrific. 

Eisenberg himself - surely the anti- 
hero of 201 0 - is self assurance 
personified, obnoxious and 
condescending, with barely a hint of 
remorse. Saverin, whom he 
unforgivably and despicably betrays, is 
his match equally convincing as 
supportive friend and later in his 
ruthless pursuit of revenge. Even 
Justin Timberlake excels as the 
founder of Napster, Sean Parker. 

But none of this - not even crisp and 
hard hitting dialogue from Aaron (West 
Wing) Sorkin - can excuse Fincher’s 
refusal to explore and discuss the real 
issues behind Facebook: the relentless 
erosion of personal interaction, today 
deferred and distorted behind 
electronic devices. The advent of loud- 
mouthed mobile phone and incessant 
blackberry users has already done for 
old fashioned courtesy, while spelling, 
grammar and punctuation died with 
the creation of texts. Focus and 
concentration have been replaced by 
‘stacking’, (usually while doing 
homework), and last in line is the slow 
death of personal interaction. Why 
bother explaining your feelings in 
person when you can simply post them 
on line - as demonstrated by 
Zuckerberg himself, having been 
unceremoniously but deservedly 
dumped by his girlfriend. 

The ultimate irony, intentional or 
otherwise, is that somehow, 500 
million people seem to have 
overlooked the fact that this 
revolutionary idea for social interaction 
came from a socially inept, intellectual 
recluse. 

Verdict: 

Mildly appealing to very narrow range 
of interest groups, (lawyers and 
^ accountants). 3/10

BEING beaten up 
by a load of kids 
half your age is 
nothing to be 
proud of. Sure, 
we’ve all been there, but for 
most of us it wasn’t 
immortalised on the big 
screen, sparing our blushes. 
Different story for Rhys Ifans 
in Mr Nice though. Quite why 
director Bernard Rose didn’t 
find a young looky-likey to 
portray famed smuggler 
Howard Marks through his 
formative years is a mystery. 
The would-be fugitive wasn’t 
born into a life of crime by any 
means and was apparently 
something of a runt at school. 
Which makes it all the more 
bizarre to see the boy as a 
craggy faced 40-something 
(Ifans) getting battered in a 
rugby scrum by 15-year-olds. 
The effect is comical as he lies 
at home feigning sickness, and 
then later mucking in with his 
groovy young pals at Oxford 
University. 

That the working class boy 
from the Valleys was accepted 
into the institution was a big 
story back home. Indeed, he 
was quite the brainbox was 
Marks, and had he put his 
mind to endeavours legal, the 
entrepreneur might have 
turned out as Wales’ answer to 
Richard Branson. 

As it transpired, he became a 
folklore fugitive after a 
colourful period as one of the

world’s most prolific dope 
smuggler’s saw him skip bail 
and go on the run for the best 
part of a decade. 

Marks used a myriad of false 
names and disguises during 
that time - the reason the 
name of one Donald Nice 
endured above the others, was 
simply that Marks was a 
notoriously pleasant chap. 
This Brit-flick is based on the 
book of the same name, and 
inevitably there were huge 
swathes of the tome that 
didn’t make the cut. 

There’s the 1960s school years 
and Marks’s introduction to 
drugs; his descent into 


criminality and an improbable 
liaison with MI6 which would 
give him the perfect alibi, and 
his contact at the airport, the 
IRA’s most wanted at the time, 
Jim McCann. 

Indeed, director Rose might 
have made a more coherent 
fist of the film had he not 
attempted to cram so much 
into the two hours. Facts and 
characters become jumbled on 
occasion jumping through 
time and space with little 
explanation bar a glib line or 
two from the voiceover. 

And like the criminal and his 
many guises, the movie too has 
an identity crisis. For the most 


part the rambling hippy- vibe 
is Ifans’ stock in trade - a 
knockabout British comedy a 
la Richard Curtis - the actor 
isn’t helped by the thin script 
which zips along at the rate of 
knots. 

After the authorities 
eventually catch up with the 
raconteur he is imprisoned in 
a tough American jail. 

Here Ifans attempts a more 
weighty portrayal, but aside 
from an excruciating scene in 
which all his rotten teeth are 
pulled by the prison dentist 
and another in which Marks’ 
(now grown up) kids come to 
visit, the actor fails to find the 
depth he’s searching for. 

So it’s not a particularly 
serious biopic, but it’s a lot of 
fun and home to some 
cracking comedic 
performances. David Thewlis 
as conflicted IRA man Jim 
McCann is excellent, as is 
Omid Djalili as Marks’s 
Afghan producer, albeit 
playing a character who sails 
remarkably close to his default 
setting. 

And herein lies the problem: 
too many of the film’s cast are 
basically playing themselves, 
straying little from their own 
personas. 

Which is nice, but not a lot 
more.

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As cheap as chips? 

It’s been the worst of times for the music biz of late, but Rob Dickins’ plan to 
sell music for a pound puts it on a par with fast food, argues Andrew Nisbet 



HEARTBEATS throughout the music 
industry skipped a beat last week in the 
aftermath of Rob Dickins' keynote 
speech at In The City, when he claimed 
new album prices should be slashed to 
just £1. 

The former UK head of Warner Music, 
speaking at the annual festival and 
industry conference held in Manchester, 
added that the controversial move could 
reinvigorate the stagnant music market. 
Dickins’ idea would - in theory - negate 
the need for people to use torrent sites 
to obtain their music, as the decision to 
buy an album would be a no-brainer if 
all that was required for the transaction 
was one tokenistic nugget. The move, he 
claims, would revolutionise the market 
and lead to the top albums selling in 
excess of 100 million copies. Artists and 
labels would then be in a better position 
to recoup lost revenue through income 
generated through touring and 
merchandising. 

That’s the theory, at least - and a fairly 
straightforward proposition. But many 
have been quick to argue that 
this would reduce the 
value of music to a 
level of ridiculousness, 
putting its importance 
on a par with the 
McDonald’s pound menu. 

There is logic in Dickins’ 
words. In 2007 Prince 
gave away his new album 
with copies of The Mail on 
Sunday, he then sold out 21 
nights at The 02 arena 
through the interest 
generated. 

Furthermore, the music 


industry has been fighting a losing 
battle against online retailers selling 
cut-price albums for years - the move 
proposed would surely be a logical step 
towards taking the initiative. Perhaps, 
although it’s highly unlikely that the 
major labels will be licking their lips at 
the prospect of such a price crash. We 
are, after all, speaking about an 
industry notoriously slow and 
cumbersome when it comes to dealing 
with changes in the market - just look at 
its relationship with the internet. 

While the backlash to the comments has 
hardly raised eyebrows, the orator of 
the revolutionary proposal is a little 
surprising. Dickins, the former label 
boss who also chaired the BPI during 
the 90s was part of the generation of 
music executives who whole-heartedly 
proliferated the trend of the £12 album. 
Some would say that he 
and others of 
his ilk laid the 


groundwork for the backlash that his 
successors have now inherited, but that 
would be beside the point. The fact is 
that the music industry assumed that 
the privileged position it occupied from 
the 70s - 90s was a given, and that 
excessive pricing and reluctance to alter 
its market habits would bear little or no 
consequence. 

It’s difficult to see how the recorded 
music industry will return to its 
previous state (and why should it, some 
argue?) given the cultural shift in which 
the public is able to obtain their music. 
The £1 album could be the way to go, 
but it’s a little socialistic for such a 
consumerist business. But, if in essence 
what we’re talking about is a cull of 
overproduced pop album fodder, then it 
can only be a good thing.

LONG before she was the 
tabloids’ favourite enfant 
terrible, Charlotte Church 
had the voice -and the face, 
of an angel. 

She emerged in the late 90s as a 
teenage phenomenon with hermulti- 
platinum debut, and became the 
youngest artist everto land the number 
one album on the classical charts. 

But like so many child stars the wheels 
came off for Church, and she shunned 
her squeaky clean image for cigarettes 
and alcohol. 

It’s been quieter of late for Church, who 
had settled into motherhood before 
embarking on her sixth studio album. 
Back to Scratch is her first record for 
five years. Produced by Martin Terefe 
and Sacha Skarbeck, the album is a 
world away from the classical pop 
sound of her early work. A collection of 
sophisticated, contemporary pop 
songs, it sees Church moving into new 
territory placing herself amongst 
artists like Amy McDonald and KT 
Tunstall. The fourteen-track collection 
showcases Church’s still incredible 
range, aswellasa knack for informing 
each and every song with real emotion. 
The album shows off a more mature, 
refined side than previous outings, with 
a sophisticated pop sound that looks 
set win her legions of new converts as 
well as satisfying her loyal fan-base. 
The album opens with the title track, 
also set to be the first single. 
Contemplative but vibrant, it details a 
relationship breakdown and was 
originally inspired by problems faced by 
a close family member. 

Other highlights include the reflective 
Ruby, a warm Parisian jazz shuffle full 
of affectionate motherly advice to her 
young daughter and infused with a 
vintage vinyl crackle. Logical World is a 
grown up guitartrack with a rousing, 
pop-perfect chorus. The Actors sees 
Charlotte giving a nod to musical 
theatre with its Lloyd Webber style, 
intensity and dramatic dynamics, while 
the delicate Story of Us explodes into 
stadium ballad territory and tells of her 
relationship with her mother. 

So after five years away - and despite 
the fags and the booze, Church’s 
startlingly pure, angelic voice is still 
intact.

Sweet memories 
of Tunnel Refineries 



WERE you employed at the massive 
Tunnel Refineries based on the 
Greenwich Peninsula, which for 
generations made glucose-based 
products? 

Hundreds of people worked there over 
the years between the 1930s and the end 
of last year, when the site finally closed 
for good and demolition work began. 
Now, a group of local history 
enthusiasts and industrial 
archaeologists are trying to piece 
together and log the site’s history - and 
if you worked there, they need your 
help. They want to ensure that first- 
hand memories are preserved for future 
generations 

Retired architect Peter Luck wanted to 
find out more about the site as part of 


his project to photograph the River 
Thames between London Bridge and 
the sea. 

He told GT: “It was a massive 
production plant, and it absolutely 
dwarfed the heavy lorries that came in 
and out of the place. The works had 
been there for about 80 years. 
Previously, from the late 19th century, 
the site had held a soap works. One of 
the old brick buildings from that works 
was still standing although it had been 
redundant for decades and was in very 
poor condition.”

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back into crisis. The first was 
hammered home by Grella after Gary 
Madine provided the pass, the second 
neatly glanced past Elliot by Curran 
from Madine’s lobbed cross.
